After the Katifapolis convention 


Hope ehurch in Nash Cotinty, North 
Carolina. Brother arid Sister Brouayer 
had made arrangements for accommo- 
dations where we could open up 
our offiee and continue our Treg- 
ular work besides the’work of the 
convention. We arrived at this 
place early Wednesday morning. The 
convention opened the next day and 
at the very first session, it was dis- 
covered that the Lord was going to 
bé with us. Some of the ministers had 
already arrived and several ministers, 
workers atid members came in later 
in the week. Some were delayed by 
some misfortune until they did not 
get there until late Sunday. There were 
more ministers and workers in this 
convention tan in either of the others 
and this probably added to the {nter- 
est of the work in general and 
called for messages of special 
character for this convention. In fact, 
every one was different, being at dif- 
ferent locations and being attended 
by people having different needs and 
environments. The Lord was with us 
in évery service. It was decided to 
have all day services and no night 
services. These services eontinued 
from day to day, commencing in the 
forenoon and continuing until late in 
the afternoon, except Sunday when 
there was a short intermission about 
one o’clock. It will hardly be neces 
sary to describe the manifestations 
of the Spirit of God and the shouts 
and praises of the saints during this 
convention. The subjects presented 
all had a tendency to create in the 
ministers and workers a zeal for God 
and His Church, and those present 
felt the “Go ye” spirit increasing in 
them in every service until at the 
last, many of them could scarcely 
wait to start to their work’ assigned. 


This northeastern section was re 
districted and arrangements made 60 
that the twenty-seven counties were 
all occupied with district overseers. 
There were enough *workers in this 
section to man every district and have 
three extra to finish up supplying the 
three districts of the middle section 
that were unoccupied.

Reflecting back over the campaign 
in North Carolina, we feel mueh 
gratified over the success of the con- 
ventions, the organization of the 
whole state, and because of the pres 
ence of the Lord from beginning to 
end. If we could only sueceed in 


fectly as we have North Carolina, 
surely it will not be long until many 
places will be reached that have not 
yet been touched. It is a souree of 
much pleasure to know of the “wilk 
ingness of the ministers and workers 
to take hold of the work. They go at 
it with energy and all are so will 
ing to work any where assigned, If 
nothing interfered with the plans ang 
organization, the one hundred coum 
ties in North Carolina will all be 
touched with the Church of God gos 
pel this year. This does not mean 
that every town and city or even 
every county, will have a Chureh 
organized, but it does mean that the 
Church will be introduced, which will 
prepare the way for the Chureh to 
be ‘organized later on and we expect 
for more churches to be organized 
this year in hew places. Brother 
Brouayer commenced with us in the 
very first of the campaign at Canton 
and continued with us until the very 
last. Our counsels in the interest of 
the church work in the state were 
very profitable. Old memories were 
revived on account of meeting old 
friends we had not met or heard of 
for yéars, 

We passed througn the very com- 
munity where my father was born 
one hundred and three years ago and 
near by the old home of my Grand- 
father Tomlinson. While I, myself, 
am a native of the state of Indigna, 
I still have many relatives in Neo 
Carolitia. I am now in Virginia, the 
old home of my grandfather on my 
mother’s side of the house. It really 
seems strange that I would take up 
the work in these two states as I am 
this year. In the city of Norfolk, I 
find a few saints and Sister Sykes 
and her sons and daughters are doing 
their best to make our stay pleasant 
here.

they were in the same home but per- 
haps the thoughts were taken here 
and there.) . 

I have been in a home where the 
husband was cross and ill-natured to 
the wife and spoke in a rough way to 
the ehildren and whipped them not be- 
cause they did wrong but because 
they displeased him, and . only 
whipped them when he was angry 
with them. He never talked to them 
ag a loving father and made them feel 
like they had done wrong but picked 
up a stick and left bruises on their 
body. 

The wife and mother was a Chris- 
tian but through many: reverses has 
lest much of the sweetness out of her 
Ghristian life. She has no control over 
her children and will tell them to 
de one thing while the father tells 
them to do the opposite. They.do not 
pull together. The husband gets great- 
ly discouraged and wife, instead of 
trying to encourage him and make 
things comfortable, spends her time 
complaining and finding fault. Poor 
thing, Jesus can fix it all. 

When I was first married an old 
lady told me that the way to get along 
was to bear and forbear. It takes 
sweets to draw the flies, they care 
nothing for vinegar. It takes sweet- 
mess to. make a cross husband or. a 
fussy wife believe that we have re 
ligion. The apostle Paul says, “Hus- 
bands, love your wives, and be not 
bitter against them,” and the apostle 
Peter said, “Wives, be in subjection 
te your own husbands; that, if any 
ebey not the word, they also may 
without the word be won by the con- 
versation of the wives.” 


I know a home where the husband 
ig a skilled workman and gets good 
wages but he’ is always in debt and 
seems to owe everybody and is al- 
ways falling behind and we wonder 
how it is. There is no saving in the 
stere bills and every meal the table 
must be loaded down with costly 
meats, rich cakes and the food must 
always be hot and fresh cooked or it 
will not be eaten; the waste bucket 
gets quantities of meat, cold rice and 
old bread. There is no care in the 
saving of clothes, the children get 
everything they wish. Every day they 
must have candy, ice cream ete. They 
are mot willing to live in a house that 
is not plastered or sealed, then the rent 
eats up a big part of the wages. Most 
homes in America waste enough from 
their tables to feed another family. 


Jesus at one time said, “Gather up 
the fragments that remain, that noth- 
ing be lost.” It is to the glory of the 
Lerd that we economize, that we 
might have to give to those who are 
not able to provide for themselves. 


I know a home where part of the 
children were grown but they did not 
respect their father or mother And 
were disobedient to them. The girls 
took no interest in trying to make 
things nice, comfortable, tidy and 
pleasant for dear papa and mama but 
the surroundings were slovenly to the 
extreme. The beds were left unmade, 
dirty clothes were left lying around on 
the floor, the dishes were washed only 
when they had to be and then one 
waited for the other to do it and then 
grumbled if they had to wash them. 
If papa complained and said he would 
like to see them take an interest and 
keep things a little more inviting 
around the house he was sneered at. 
I noticed, too, that the girls or maybe 
mama would be out at the wood pile 
trying to cut a little wood for dinner 
while the great big boys would be 
lying around reading. Part of these 
young people had been saved but I 
don’t believe they were quite as much 
en fire for the Lord, or had as great 
vietory as they once had, do you 
wonder why? The bést place in the 
world for children to show their love 
for Jesus is in the home by showing 
the fondest ilove to papa and the most 
affectionate love to mama and courte- 
ous self-sacrificing love to brothers 
and sisters. How easy it is for a 
brother to be courteous to every oth- 
er sister but his own. Should he not 
rise ‘to give his own siter a chair as 
quickly as he would semebody else’s 
sister? or how about the girls, won’t 
it work both ‘ways?

Think of 
them on cold days with no fire and 
no clothes and we sitting by warm 
fires, professing, Christ and knowing 
that we are not clothing the naked 
or feeding the hungry. God help us 
to see it is our duty to help, not 
one but ALL. Think of our own dear 
ones going over there and freezing, or 
going hungry. Then it is up to us 
to. pull for the Church of God mis- 
sionaried in China. 

Living in a college town I see many 
Chinese students come here to be 
educated and many of them get saved
